Busi 
ness of more than usual iiti[><ir1 :un-<* 
was transacted sit this meeting, when 
the budget for 1022 was considered 
an<l passed on second and iinnl read 
ings, nnil the tux into for the pro-cnl 
year established. 

The appropriation to defray ex- 
pense- of the Borough for 1022 .•inimint a 
to $42,:i7"), as compared to $30,200, the 
amount in last year's appropriation. 
The tax rate, however, is to remain 
the same, 15 mills. The difference in 
anticipated expenses is covered by the 
increase of assessed valuations in the 
Borough during the past year, -which 
necessitates no increase in the tax 
rate. 

At this, the first regular meeting 
of the new Council, the Borough offi- 
cers were elected. The positions filled 
by vote of the councilman were, Street 
Comniisiouer, Borough Solictor, Build- 
ing Inspector. Borough Clerk, nml 
Treasurer. The former incumbents 

were unanimously re-elected. A list of 
the complete Borough Government as it 
now .stands is printed below. This list 
also includes the new committees of 
Council, as announced Monday by Presi- 
dent \V. K. D. Hall.

Lyons at the Club meet- 
ing on Tuesday, should give those who 
heard her, ,«. determination to have 
only nutritious food on their tables, 
especially for their children. She made 
it clear that pure milk is a very neces- 
sary food, .she gave examples of chil- 
dren who were under nourished, and 
responded quickly to health when milk 
was added to their diet. It must be 
the whole milk, never with the cream 
removed, for it is in the cream that 
very valuable properties are found. 

The inactive child is usually the un- 
nourished child. Malnutrition occurs 
as truly in homes of a beautiful table, 
as in the house of little food. It is 
the problem of the parent to see that 
the child eats nourishing . food. The 
child who goes to school with little or 
no breakfast stands a great chance to

- The 
first night we didn't keep watch, so 
the fire went out, and had to be made 
again. The other nights we kept watch 
and every time the ice would crnck, we 
thought someone was coming in. 

When we finished chopping wood 
the next morning, those Hint had guns

They took care of Bryn Mawr, Haver- ' 
ford, Ardmore, Narberth, (Uadwyn and j 
Morion. Square. So many calls kept 
coming in from West Mannyunk, Ash , 
laud and LUiuen-h, that a year ami u j 
half ago. the Red Cross agreed to lin- | 
ance a nurse to cover these districts. 

These nurses are always on call, and 
loo much run not bo said about the 
good work they have done. If there is 
sickness in a family, and the family 
are not in a position to pay for one 
and a nurse in needed, just call up the 
Main Line Citizens' Association Nurse, 
Ardmore 426, or the office of the Feder- 
ation of Churches, Bryn Miuvr 657, 
or the Health 'Center, Ardmore 1446. 
She will come as quickly ns possible, 
and will go to the house every day, 
bathe and change the patient or pa- 
tients, as it tinny be, and carry out the 
doctor's orders in regard to diet. She 
leaves her ]»atient refreshed and com- 
fortable and goes on to the next 
house, to perform a like service there. 
She instructs mothers in the care of 
new babies, teaches them how to bathe 
them, the .proper clothing to be worn, 
and the very essential need of fresh 
air. 

Sometimes n nurse is needed in a 
family for nn hour or so a day, and vet 
it doesn 't seem necessary to employ a 
full time nurse. The visiting nurse 
will come every day to give whatever 
treatment is required, and if the family 
are in n posiion to pay, this money is 
turned in by the nurse to the General 
Fund, to help pay the expenses. 

These nurses are invaluable to the 
doctors and to the community. 

An endeavor is now being made all 
along the Main Line and the outlying 
districts to arouse interest in this work, 
to get other organizations to co-openatc 
and to raise some money to assist in 
the maintenance of additional nurses. 
January 27th has been set apart ns the 
date,, to raise th« money, and the Nar-
